MILWAUKEE HAS SLl)DGE 
SYSTEM FOR DISPOSING 


OF THE SEWERAGE WASTE 


[SVtX'IAZ. TD THE r.AZETTE.] 


Milwaukee, iWs., Dec. 1.—This city, 
today put into operation the activat- j 
ed sludge method of sewage disposal. 
H is the first city In the world to use i 
this system. This disposal plant on 
Jones Island has been completed un-i 
der the direction of T. C. Hatton, chief 
engineer of the Sewage Commission. ! 
The plant will dispose of.the dis- 
charge from the Menominee valley in- 
tercepting sewer and it will take care 
of 2,000,000 gallons daily. 
By t.his .systBtr, air Is forced through 
the bottom of the tank and the sew- ] 
age instead of giving off an odorous 
ammonia gas, turns Into organic par- 
ticles which settle to the bottom ofi 
the tank. Large Chicago packing firms 
have already became Interested in I 
the Milwaukee plant. Armour & Co. i 
have built a 1,000,000 .gallons plant' 
and the Swift company isrnow making : 
plans for a similar system. The com-1 
panics will be able to sell the sludge i 
as a fertilizer. The Armour company I 
has realized aB high as $1,300 in a 
single day by this by-product. 
The present plant will take care 
of the discharge of only one sewer, 
but will be enlarged as the intercept- 
ing sewers now in -process -of- con- 
struction are completed..

By co-operation and 
better business methods, he maintain- 
ed, thisc ost owuld be materially re- 
duced. People of. the United States, 
Wbeeler said, should 
be taught to 
drink more milk, as it is wholesome 
food. that, is cheap even at the pres- 
ent price. 
Only when the 
American farmer 
nets for himself by advocating legis- 
lation, to foster and provide new econ- 
omic machinery, will there be .better 
marketing conditions and adequate 
iTPdit facilities, according to David 
"Lublin.

Saturn. 


Saturn is the second largest planet 


of 
our 
solar 
system, only Jupiter 
exceeding him in size, and his orbit 
lies just outside that -of the latter. 
The two other planela, Uranus 
and 
Neptune, are modern discoveries, and 
Salurn' was the 
outerm.osl 
planet 
known to the ancients wbo observed 
and 
studied 
his 
motions, Saturn 
exceeds in interesl and beauty

third ring, 
called 
the 
gauze ring, 
which is not visible in small 
tele- 
scopes at all because of its trans- 
parency and extreme attenuation. 
The rings were first seen by Galileo 
in 1610, 
but he did not recognize 
them, as such. He thought that they 
were appendages on either side of the 
planel and so could not 
explain or 
understand them. Huygens in 1655 
recognized their nature, and the im- 
provement of the telescope soon led 
to the confirmation of his observation 
by olhers and further lo the discovery 
of- the double nature of the ring. The 
third ring was not discovered until 
1850. About the latter date the com- 
position 
of the 
rings came in for 
discussion, and it was shown mathe- 
matically .that solid rings could not 
exist there; neither could liquid, and 
the only possible condition was that 
the rings were composed of particles, 
large and small, revolving separately 
about their father Saturn. This was 
Aptually proven lo be the 'case by the 
spectroscope, which showed that the 
inside 
of the 
rings travelled at a 
greater speed than the outside, which 
precludes the possibility of a solid, 
rigid ring. 
Dimensions of Saturn and His Orbit. 
The mean distance of Saturn, from 
the Sun in 886 million miles, and his 
nearest approach to the earth is 774 
million; while the farthest he can gel 
away is 1,028 million miles. It takes 
him 
29% years to complete one 
revolution about the sun. The angle 
between his orbit and the ecliptic, or 
earth's orbit is only 2% degrees, so 
that Saturn is never seen far from 
the 
great 
ecliptic 
circle 
of 
the 
celestial sphere. 
As in the case of the earth and all 
other planets, the polar diameter is 
shorter than 
the 
equatorial. 
The 
mean diameter is about 72,500 miles, 
or more than nine times that of our 
earth. The volume is 768 limes and 
the surface area 
eighty times as 
great. The actual weight or mass is 
however only about a hundred times 
as great, so that the density is less— 
only one eighth as dense as the- ter- 
reslrial matter. 


In addition t.o the ring, Saturn 
is 
particularly rich in moons, having no 
less than nine of them revolving about 
him. Several of these are visible in 
small telescopes. Dark nights, as we 
know them, then, could hardly exist 
on Saturn, with both the rings and

Banishment of Vodka and Liquor from 


Siberian Railway Has Put Man- 


churia On Dry List. 
IKI ASSOCIATED rBBSS.1 


Harbin, Manchuria, Dec. 1.—Rus- 


sia's banishment of .liquor has driven 
T? .ta £rom J,1?? trains and -stations 
of the .Trans-Siberian Railway and in 
consequence 
has 
particularly 
put 
much of Manchuria into the prohibi- 
tion ranks. Being the chief artery of 
business, the Russian railway is the 
center of most activities in 
Central 
and Northern Manchuria. In many of 
the smaller places the railway station 
cafe and bar are the only social cen- 
ter. 
Before the war vodka was sold 
at all stations and in the dining cars 
Now the patrons of the railway re- 
freshment stands must confine their 
Drinking to non-alcoholic foeverages 
At present the railway is used pri- 
marily as a route for war supplies arid 
troops and the .successful enforce- 
ment of the no-liquor regulation is of 
s"£». vital importance that Russian 
officials are very alert. 
Vodka is 


smuggled occasionally into 
railway 
propel ty, notwithstanding all precau- 
tions, but railway employes, passen- 
gers and troops in transit across Man- 
churia have little opportunity to ob- 
tain it. The military is so completely 
in charge of the railway property that 
liquor smugglers soon come to grief. 
Absolute sobriety on the 
part of 
railway employes is vital at this titno 
when every moment's delay is seribtw 
to the Russian' army. 
The despatch- 
ing of munition and troop trains on a 
single-tracked line requires the grent- 
est care. 
Sending these trains from 
Vladivostok to Moscow is much more 
difficult than it would be to send 
them from European Russia to Vlad- 
ivostok 
During the Russo-Japanese 
war the1-railway was equipped for 
rush service eastward. 
Consequently 
the switches and sidings are more con- 
venient for trains bound for the Paci- 
fic Coast. 


Passengers riding on the Trans-Si- 
berian line are never permitted to for- 
get the railway is a strategic line. Be- 
fore a train crosses a bridge soldiers 
enter the cars, throw open the doors 
of compartments, make sure there are 
no windows open, and then signal the 
train to proceed. At the opposite end 
of the. bridge the soldiers leave the 
train. No opportunity is afforded Rus- 
sia's enemies to throw dynamite or 
other explosives which might wreck 
one of the bridges now so essential to 
the Russian army. . 
Sturdy Russian soldiers, already 
equipped with high fur caps and sheep- 
Bkin coats, stand guard even at the 
most remote prairie stations. Every 
mile of the line is under hpavy patro'l 
and there is little opportunity for per- 
sons not supplied with proper cre- 
dentials to encroach 
upon military 
property.
